Vuſty andWel-beloved, We greet you well: Bou will eaſily believe that 
$354 SX&J=Z1| your Letter of the fifth of this Moneth, by Sir Thomas Clarges, was 
very welcome to Us; And that as we mult alwayes acknowledge the 
8 inſinit mercy of G O D Almighty, in diſpoling the hearts of the Army in 
9 fluch an entire obedience to on » fox the pꝛomoting and carrying on Our 
— 1 Service, and the Peace ok the Kingdom, lo We can never be without a 
3 LEES A juſt eſteem of ſuch a great and well diſciplined Army, upon which the eyes 
n ok the Wezld are fo much fixed, We muſt defire you to return Our 
IR very hearty Thanks to the Officers and Souldiers foz their Affection 
ES =» =} and Obedience to Us: And to aſſure them from Us, That we ſhall 
| alwayes have anenttre confidence in them, and ever acknowledge them 
to be the gꝛeat Inſtruments of reſtozing Us to the Nation, and the Nation to Us, and Peace and 
Happineſs and Security to Us All: And therefore they may not only with all imaginable conft- 
dence aſſure themſelves, That We will punctually perfozm whatever We have pꝛomiſed to then 
in Our Declaration oz Letter, but that we wil take them into Dur particular Care and Pꝛo⸗ 
tection, And if the Licence and Diſtemper of the Time ſhall ſo far tranſpoꝛt any men, as to pꝛe⸗ 
ſume upon memopy of fozmer Antmolities , and of what is paſt, to uſe any Repzoaches towards 
them, We will look upon ſuch perſons as diſturbers of the Peace and Security of the Kingdom, 
and ſhall cauſe them to be p2oſecuted accoꝛdingly. And towards this Settlement and Compoſure, 
and foꝛ the pꝛevention of many Inconveniences Which may ſall out, mae think nothing ſoneceſ- 
ſary as Our pꝛeſente with vou, by which (in a very ſhoꝛt time) every member of the Army, who 
ſtali faithfully adhere to you in advancement of the Publick Peace, Would, with the blelsmgotk 
G O D, finde himſelf ſecured and pꝛovided foꝛ to his ſatisfaction : And longing foꝛ that Bleſſed 
Time, We bid you heartily farewell, Given at Our Court at the Hague the % day of May, 1560, 


in the Twelfth Bear of Dur Reign, 
To Our Truſty and VVelbeloved General MoN cx, tobe communicated to the Officers of the Army,
